Role of newsmen 
a dangerous task 


Gathering the news for dis. 
semination to the public by 
newspapers, TV, and radio is 
not without its dangers for those 
who do the work. That hard fact 
was strongly emphasized by oc- 
currences at the Watts riots last 
year, and at the more recent 
San Francisco § disturbances, 
Newsamen were beaten, their ve. 
hicles damaged or overturned, 
their cameras and broadcasting 
equipment smashed, 

The Assembly Committee on 
Military and Voterans Affairs 
has been studying the state’s 
clvil defense and disaster pro- 
grams for some months, Re- 
cently the group held a hearing 
in Los Angeles, at which prob. 
lems that the news media on. 
counter in reporting civil dis. 
turbances and natural disasters 
were discussed, Present were 
representatives ofall three me- 
dia ~ newspapers, TV and radio 
= &8 well as spokesmen for the 
state Disaster Office and the 
Military Department. 

The Committee Chairman 
said, ‘The role of the press 
during a disaster or a civil 
defense operation is crucial, 
We must take affirmative ac. 
ton to keep news media ac. 
cess to the disaster open at 
ali times. As an extension af 
the control of mob activities 
during a civil disturbance per. 
haps we ought to consider pro. 
viding some protection for the 
news media,” 

Spokesmen for the state 
newspaper publishers associ. 
ation and the state broadcasters 
aksociation informed the group 
that in their opinion there is no 
need for such protective legis. 
lation. They candidly admitted 
that some incidents had oc. 
curred, but said that such oc. 
currences are part of the nor. 
mal risks of the profession, 
Newsmen have traditionally 
gone under fire in wars, and 
exposed themselves to pos. 
sibly fatal danger in fires, 
floods, and earthquakes, 

The spokesman for the broad. 
easters association said that 
his media learned considerable 
about their limitations and po. 
tentials during the Watts riots

cisco. In Watts broadcast news 
crews found they could not op. 
erate as neutrals, Rioters made 
it clear that TV crows were 
‘the enemy". Their vehicles 
were stoned, pushed around, and 
in one case, overturned and 
burned, 

They also learned that there 
are no spokesmen for mobs, 
Leadership was non-existent in 
Watts during the height of the 
riots, 

The broadcast representative 
went on to say that these were 
bitter lessons to learn, Tra- 
ditionally, newsmen have been 
permitted access to all camps 
~- to gather the news in spite 
of adverse conditions, But the 
elvil disorders have changed 
all this, 

The news media still have 
the responsibility of informing 
the public. This does not mean 
parroting news handouts from 
governmental agencies. It 
moans gathering the news, pro- 
perly evaluating it, and report. 
ing it in a responsible manner. 

The newspaper spokesman 
told the group that he had 
checked with papers inall areas 
in which disasters had been re- 
cently proclaimed, None of them 
reported any difficulty in co. 
vering the disasters, and most 
complimented the law enforce. 
ment, fire, and other officials 
for their cooperation tn making 
on-the-spot reporting possible. 

The state Disaster Office and 
the Military Department an. 
nounced plans for joint news 
centers at all disasters, but the 
media spokesmen joined in say- 
ing that they would not be neces. 
sary,

The Chaffey Union High 
School District Board of Trus- 
tees Momlay night authorized a 
request asking for a loan of 
$600,000 from the San Bernar- 
dino County Board of Supervi- 
sors to cever the District's ex.

School unification re-study needed 


WE NOTED THIS WEEK that the Vic- 
tor Valley area, which also defeated a 
forced untfication election, now Les try- 
ing again to split into two districts, 
This district requested a ‘‘re-study’ 
so that something different might be 


proposed to the State Board this time. 


We have heard a comment that it ts 
‘too late’ now for our district to ‘‘re- 
study’? the plan, with public hearings, 
ete, 

However, if it ts not too late for Vic- 
tor Valley, then why us? 


One of the local Boards must request 
the study, and we urge an immediate tn- 
quiry if any Board will help kick-off the 
study. 

When the State Board handled the 
Chaffey District one-district plan two

years ago we were struck by the fact 
there was no alternate plan presented 
for splitting Into two or three districts. 
The State Board inquired (though it would 
not have done any good), 

At present our district ls caught tem- 
porarily by being unable to split tntotwo 
districts because of the unequal assess~ 
ment of the Etiwanda Steel plant. This 
assessment matter will change in more 
equal fashion as time goes on. 

We also note in this week’s issue of 
our newspapers that Assemblyman John 
Quimby states that the harshness of the 
FORCED unification tnto ONE district 
along high school lines, will be tackied 
by the legislature possibly to eliminate 
this unpopular (proof by elections that 
falled) and unwarranted legislative DE - 
MAND,

ONE OTHER THING amused us. 

We ran this past month a story ofa 
survey by the California Teachers As- 
sociation as to the maximum size of the 
ideal unified district. It consisted of 
25,000 puplis. 

If we unified into one district TODAY, 
we would have 44,000 pupils. 


And ultimately we would have more 
than 200,000 pupils in 110 schools. 
This would make us the third largest 
unified district In the State. 


This would be an appalling change from 
the local contact that we now have with 
our schools into an impersonal one with 
authority so powerful it would be im- 
possible to get the ear of anyone able to 
do anything in our school district. Our 
local control would be so diffused and 


shot, it would be like the sprawling Los 
Angeles County mess. 


WE WANT TO SAY, like Floyd Allen, 
that we are FOR UNIFICATION in prin- 
ciple, but we are against the ONE BIG 
DISTRICT unification proposal. We com- 
mend Mr. Allen for his perceptive views 
of what one-district unification really 
means. 

Voters in this area need to stay alert 
whenever unification matters come up 
for discussion. Nothing should be let 
‘*slide by’’ without careful attention. 


THIS COMING SPRING there will be a 
second FORCED vote on unifying all 
schools within the Chaffey Union High 
School District into ONE BIG DISTRICT. 

Readers will recall that in the Spring 


of 1965 such an election resulted in ut- 
ter defeat by every school district inthe 
area except one little one. 


The most interesting development 
within the past month is that Floyd Allen, 
who was for the one big district unifi- 
cation proposal] last time around, now is 
absolutely against it. 


He is against it because it is arbi- 
trary, bureaucratic, and smacks of bri- 
bery. We certainly agree. 


Mr. Allen is a member of the Upland 


,School District (elementary and junior 


highs), and most significantly a member 
of the County Committee on School Dis- 
trict Reorganization that turns in the 
recommendations to the State Board of 
Education, so his words carry real 
weight.

Taking statements or comments outot 
context is an old political trick. 


Unfortunately, some newspapers are 
guilty occasionally of the same prac- 
tice, 


We are referring to the Ontario Dally 
Report's version of Mayor James Chris- 
tensen’s remarks at the Oct, 4 meeting 
of the City Council regarding the pro- 
posed downtown parking project. 


The following day, Oct, 5, the Vally 
Report bannered a story on its com 
munity news page, ‘Mayor Charges 
Downtown Upland 'Dytng’.’’ 


To set the record straight, Mayor 
Christensen DID NOT SAY DOWNTOWN 
UPLAND IS DYING ON THE VINE, 


He did say Downtown Upland WOULD 
DIE if the merchants did not follow 
through with their plans for a modi- 
fied mall and then outlined the reasons 
for his concern, 


Briefly, this is what he did say and 
the sequence in which he said it: 


First, however, to bring the reader 
up to date, the mayor's remarks were 
prompted by the recommendations of the 
Downtown Revitalization Committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce that the city 
float a $200,000 bond for some 190 
additional parking places, The Downtown 
Merchants (149 of them in the affected 
area) would then repay the city over a 
$0.year period through a sliding scale 
business license fee arrangement based 
upon location and annual gross sales, 


The Council then adopted a resolu- 
tion calling for a public hearing Thurs~ 
day, Oct, 20, on its intention to es- 
tablish a parking and business tmprove- 
ment area under the Parking and Bust- 
ness Improvement Act Law of 1965, 


Mayor Christensen then addressed 
the Council and those attending the 
meeting In words to this effect: 


‘“T have always been a staunch sup- 
porter of Downtown Upland. No one 
has worked harder than I have in the 
past four years in support of the Down-

(the $200,000 bond) If some of the down- 
town merchants go out of business or 
go bankrupt over the coming years and 
no one occuples the vacant stores? 
Will the city pick up the tab?”’ 


He continued: ‘fT think the city ts 
entitled to some assurance from the 
merchants that they intend to go through 
with their plans (for a modified mall). 
Parking alone is not going to solve 
their problems, 


(The mayor's following remark ts 
the key to his overall statement and 
which was OMITTED from The Ontarto 
Datly Report’s account.) 


“Within the next year or so the City 
of Montclair will have a huge $50,000,- 
000 shopping center which will include 
the May Company, Penney’s etc. If 
the Downtown Merchants of Upland do 
not do something to meet this com 
petition they WILL DIE ON THE VINE.’ 


The mayor then went on to cite com- 
petitive prices, vartety of merchandise 
and the interior and exterior appearance 
of Upland’s downtown businesses, 


The mayor stressed these points over 
and over while warning WHAT COULD 
HAPPEN and WHAT WILL HAPPEN 
{if the Downtown Merchants do not go 
ahead with their plans to meet the 
Montclair shopping center challenge. 


Unfortunately, The Ontario Daily Re- 
port failed to mention the competitive 
threat of the Montclair shopping center-- 
and probably with good reason, Unless 
the City of Ontario faces facts they, too, 
will have empty stores anda considerable 
loss in revenue. However, The Ontarto 
Daily Report, to justify its own means, 
omitted any reference to the Montclair 
shopping center and blatantly declared 
out of context, that Mayor Christensen 
said Upland’s downtown area Was dying 
on the vine, 


Frankly, it could--as could Ontario’s, 
But they're not dead yet and The Ontario 
Daily Report erred seriously by holding 
a premature wake for Upland’s downtown 
shopping district,

I would like to comment on 
some of the problems parents of 
school children are having in 
Upland as reported in your 
last weeks paper. The problems 
involve a safe journey to school 
by our children. 

The first problem 
a beer bar going in across the 
street from the High School, 
A tavern across the street from 
the school is not only a mistake, 
but shows the short sightedness 
of our City Council, A study 
of the General Plan of our en- 
tire city was made less than 
three years ago and this mis- 
take was not discovered. Wher 
the Building Permit was is- 
sured, it still went unnoticed, 
One vital fact seems to have 
been overlooked by the Council 
in planning and that is safe 
travel for our children going 
to school, Other school areas 
should be checked to insure 
against this type of planning 
mistake, 

The second problem concerns 
the children of the Montrose 
& Spencer area. The children 
have been forced to take a very 
dangerous route to school be- 
cause the School Board dis- 
continued the bus service. The 
City, in overlooking the 
bility of this happening, was not 
prepared to offer the children 
a safe route to travel, The 
School Board’s reason for plac- 
ing the children in such danger 
is attributed to cost. The City’s 
reason Was not stated, 

On the same page of your 
newspaper is the notice of a 
special one million dollar bond 
election for reconstruction 
Upland Junior High School which 
has been set for January. The 
eason for reconstruction is 
for safety of our children, 

It is important to think of our 
children’s safety while at 
school, but also their safety 
should be considered while 
traveling to and from school. 
The two cannot be separated by 
cast, they go hand in hand. A 
safe building will do our chil- 
dren little good if they are 
forced to walk dangerous routes 
to reach the safety of the school 
grounds, 

What expenditures are the 
School Board and City Council 
working on to protect the chil. 
dren and people of the commun- 
ity? Let us examine two major 
ones: 

1. Sehool Board--1] million 
dollar bond election in 
January for school re. 
construction--Reason-- 
Safety for the children. 

2. City Council--A 2.9 mil- 
Non dollar bond for a 


concerns 


possi.

Civic Center was re- 
jected by the voters-- 
Reason--Cost, Location, 
etc. After some revis-

The above expenditures were 
decided by the officials for the 
safety of the people. Now the 
people ask the officials tocom- 
plete their concern for safety 
by considering an expenditure 
for the protection of their chil- 
dren traveling to school. The 
people are told cost must be 
considered before the health, 
safety and welfare of the chil- 
dren. Is there a price tag on 
our children’s life? The City 
and School Officials must rea- 
lize that children getting to 
school unharmed is just as im- 
portant as safe buildings. 

Safe travel for our childrenis 
a very important factor which 
our City Council and School 
have underestimated in their 
‘*Health, Safety and Welfare’’ 
programs, It is hoped that they 
will give more serious atten- 
tion to this vitally important 
problem.

Thursday, 
Oct. 20, 1966, to make known 
to our representatives what we 
desire in this community in 
regards to any future bars or 
taverns being licensed to oper- 
ate within the confines of this 
city. May we encourage you to 
sound the alarm among your 
friends and acquaintances, that 
now is the time to take action 
and be heard. 

We may already be too late 
to do anything about the one on 
the corner of Foothill and San 
Antonio Ave. However the Al- 
cohol Beverage Commission 
has not authorized the permit 
yet, and is waiting to see the 
outcome of the action taken by 
us and the City Council at this 
meeting, before final approval 
is given. 


BE IT RESOLVED AS FOL- 
LOWS: 


1. That whenever an appli- 
ation for an ON PREMISES 
SALE OF LIQUORS, be made, 
the City Council appoint an in- 
vestigations committee from 
citizens of the Community. They 
will report to the press, City 
Council, and the ABC board 
their findings. If action need 
be taken to protest that it be 
done under the signatures of our 
city attorney, and duly elected 
representatives of our city. 

2. Pass laws or ordinances 
as required by law the follow- 
ing:
